The fuehrer laid a wreath at the 


soldier's tomb while bands blared 
and his party saluted. They then 
went to Capitoline hill to salute the 
monument to fallen fascists. 


Premier Mussolini called for his 


guest'at Quirinale palace in an au- 
tomobile at 9:55 a. m. Thirty-five 
minutes later, followed by 15 cars, 
they rode through the streets lined 
with guards and modest sized early 
morning crowds.

County Farmers Take Steps 
To Curb Low Potato Yield 


Steps to produce smooth, healthy 


potatos on Outagamie county farms 
are being taken these days as many 
growers are arranging now to treat 
their seed potatos before planting 
time, according to R.. C. Swanson, 
county agricultural agent. The two 
common diseases which seed treat- 
ment , helps control are scab and 
scurf, both of which tend to reduce 
yield and lower market quality. 


Mercury in the form of corrosive 


sublimate, also called bichloride of 
mercury, is the most generally used 
disinfectant at the 
present time. 


When it is used for the hour and 
a half treatment" at the rate of one 
ounce to seven and one-half gallons 
of water, the chemical is simply dis- 
solved in hot water and diluted. 
Twenty-five gallons of solution is 
enough for about 40 bushels of seed. 


R. E. Vaughan, plant disease spe- 


cialist at the state agricultural col- 
lege calls attention, however, to the 
fact that while seed treatment is a 
big help in controlling potato scab, 
the disease is one which cannot 
be fully controlled by seed treat- 
ment because so much of the disease 
lives over in the soil. Besides seed 
treatment, he would also avoid soils 
that have been freshly, limed or 
manured, and avoid soils that have 
given a scabby crop in previous 
years. The soil selected "should be 


somewhat acid,and 
one 
having 


enough humus so that it will hold 
enough moisture. A clover or al- 
falfa sod or rye sod is good for po- 
tatoes. A chemical soil test can be 
made by a county agent to help de- 
cide on the field to use for pota- 
toes. 


Avoid Tubers 


Growers also find that it helps, 


when selecting seed to avoid those 
tubers which show scab spots, and 
to use those varieties that are known 
to have some resistance to scab like 
the Russet Rural. The Russet Bur- 
bank is highly resistant but it is 
not adapted to many of our potato 
growing conditions in Wisconsin. If 
it has done well in the vicinity con- 
templated it-is-a good quality vari- 
ety to try. Some of the new varie- 
ties like Katahdin and Chippewa 
while having many good qualities 
are very susceptible to the scab 
disease. 
Early varieties •• are more 


likely to" have scab than1 late varie- 
ties. This is partly due to the fact 
that they mature under temperature 
and moisture conditions more fav- 
orable to the disease. 
• • 


'Another potato disease .that may 


be found while cutting seed is the 
yellow dwarf" virus disease that 
caused such heavy losses in some 
sections last year. This is an in- 
ternal trouble and will not be bene- 


Payments Under 
Beet Program are 
Near Completion 


Many Counties in State 
Nearly Through 
Listing 


Information for Benefits 


Benefit payments to 
Wisconsin 


growers under the 1937 sugar beet 
program may be completed for the 
most part in another month to six 
weeks. R. C. Schultz. Outagamie 
county., farmer and member of the 
state agricultural, conservation com- 
mittee, reports that many counties 
are nearly through listing the in- 
formation on which payments will 
be based. 
On 'fields where the crop was 


poor or that were abandoned due to 
drouth, flood, storm, freeze or in- 
sects, allowance will be made in 
payments based upon the amount 
of sugar that would ordinarily have 
been produced on such fields. For 
such purposes, beets in the northern 
districts will be calculated at about 
300 pounds of sugar per'ton of 
beets and to the south at about 
290 pounds. 
In benefit payments, 


deficiencies and abandonment would 
be made up at the rate of about 
$1.60 
and $1.74 a ton of beets re- 


spectively. 


On abandoned fields, the pay- 


ments will be the same as though 
there had been one-third of a crop 
harvested. On the rest of the farm, 
if the crop is short, enough benefit 
payments will be added to equal 
what would have been earned in 
benefit payments with a crop that 
was 80 per cent of normal. 


Listing sheets, on which the facts 


leading to payment are placed, are 
now in the hands of the sugar beet 
county committees. The applications 
for payment are also to be com- 
pleted in each county and then for- 
warded to the state office. When 
approved, the applications are then 
put into the channels which lead di- 
rectly to the making out of the 
checks and final payment. 


Schultz emphasizes the need for 


anyone, who is entitled to a share 
in "the sugar benefit payments on 
any farm, to sign the application. 
Failure to sign means that that per- 
son's share. is then cancelled for 
the farm.

WE MUST HAVE HIGHER TAXES 
Speakers at the annual meeting of the 


Chamber of Commerce 
of the 
United 


States only beclouded the issue by de- 
manding a reduction in taxes. 


What America needs is higher taxes, 


much higher taxes, and that is what Amer- 
ica is going to get as soon as it abandons 
the Tommy Manville system that now di- 
rects national affairs and gels down to the 
common man's honesty system of paying 
its way. 


It is quite all right for the Chamber 


of Commerce to show the people that our 
taxation is beginning to suffocate indus- 
trial endeavor, just as it dilutes all busi- 
ness activity. But as against a political 
system with long slim fingers that even 
reach into the people's inside vest pockets 
without their knowing it, a mere com- 
plaint concerning the burden of taxation 
is not the way to present the matter. 


A while ago General Motors revealed 


that it paid out over 54 per cent of its 
income in taxes. Included in this list were 
a lot of taxes the people never heard about 
and that is because the people do not feel 
the long slim fingers going into their in- 
side vest pockets. 


The people, for instance, know about 


real estate and income taxes. 
Recently 


they have heard about old age and unem- 
ployment insurance taxes, lumped gener- 
ally under the term Social Security taxes. 
But there are franchise taxes and there 
are capital stock taxes and there are stock 
transfer taxes and there are undivided 
profits taxes and there are excess profits 
taxes and there are excise taxes. 


The people have never met these taxes 


But they've paid them. An important trou- 
ble with America today is that people do 
not pay enough taxes. If they paid directly 
the taxes which the Tommy Manville sys- 
tem our government at Washinglon would 
require in order to balance the budget 
we rather think thai Mr. Roosevelt would 
take a trip farther lhan Porto Rico. 


What the Chamber of Commerce should 


fight for is the right in people to pay di- 
rectly their respective share of the taxes 
instead of having the long lean fingers of 
the government reach into their inside 
vest pockets when they aren't looking. 


Just now it is proposed to raise corpor- 


ate income taxes up to 18 per cent, which, 


' with the 7 per cent existing in many states, 


makes a total of 25 per cent. But the cor- 
poralions pay many olher taxes. They not 
only pay real estale taxes lo city, county 
and state but they pay real estate taxes 
to the federal government. 


It is a safe bet that such stalement is 


news to most people. This latler tax is 
called an excise tax, a delighlfully neutral 
and bloodless word. The government, fear- 
ful thai the people were beginning lo real- 
ize that all corporate taxes are really sales 
taxes became hesitant about raising cor- 
porate income taxes. ' In that situation a 
nice little word like excise does the trick. 
The corporations pay the federal govern- 
ment. The federal government wastes the 
money. The corporations raise the price 
of their products to the people. And the 
people pay the bills. 


So long as our rulers at Washington 


will not let the people know directly what 
they must pay and insist on using the cor- 
porations to collect the money for the Ad- 
ministration's 
extravagant 
m a c h i n e 


wouldn't it be the wise and proper policy 
to raise enough money by taxation so that 
borrowing might be stopped, the Social 
Security taxes might be kept for the peo- 
ple for whom they were raised, confidence 
could be returned to the country and un- 
cmplovmenl cut to a deadly minimum? 


But to c>- that under the present hide- 


and-seek .«;.stom \ve would have to raise 
the present corporate income taxes from 
the susccstcd 18 per cent to about 35 or 40 
per cent and let the people, who haven't 
the heart and the stamina to pay directly 
according to the beliefs of our masters 
who are taking big salaries, pay through 
the price system at the retailers.

G-MEN ARE NEEDED 


The cut in the budget allowance for 


the Federal Bureau 
of 
Investigation, 


known to the public as G-men, must have 
been a mistake.

In an age of boondoggling and chiseling 


when the government spends millions to 
keep m office desirable men who accept 
its orders without question it would be a 
pity to weaken an organization that has 
brought so much comfort and security to 
the American people, and what is just as 
important returned to the people more 
confidence in their form of government 
than is ever likely to result from three- 
fourths the other policies of the present 
administration. 


While it is true that the destruction of 


organized crime and the almost miracu- 
lous results obtained in running down 
kidnapers have had a material effect upon 
all crime it is far too early, after the hi- 
jinks of the Prohibition era, to release 
any pressure. 


Concentration of the G-men upon bank 


robberies and upon every crime that is 
likely to bring the gangsters a pocketful 
of money is the best way to reduce crime 
to an ineffective condition since our ex- 
perience has taught us that the amount of 
loot has a surprising effect upon the num- 
bers attracted into the criminal field.

Park, Florida, Michigan and New 
York. If we have overlooked any, 
forgive us. 


Some pioneers could not identify 


the fish they saw, so they simply 
named the place Fish Creek, or 
Fish River, or Fish Lake.

OUT-OF-DOORS 


THE FLY FISHING LEADER 


By Kenneth Reid 


T 


HE importance of the leader 
in fly fishing is often under 
estimated. Just any old leader 


won't do. Its length and calibra- 
tions will depend on the type of 
fishing and water conditions. A 
large bucktail on a 4X point is as 
much of a misfit as a S16 dry fly 
on a "heavy trout" point. Trout 
will strike the former misfit, but 
.-when they do they will likely take 
the bucktail with them, for such 
•fine gut will not stand the strain 
of the heavier hook and the vicious, 
'headlong strikes that it induces: 
•while the latter, if you can thread 
'it through the eye of the fly at all, 
'will not allow the fly to float pro- 
perly and in anything but 
the 


.roughest of water will be too eas- 
ily visible. 


Wet fly leaders are usually six 


•feet long and looped at both ends 
without taper. Personally, I prefer 
them without terminal loops as I 
have no use for snelled flies, and 
I like them tapered slightly. How- 
ever, the wet fly leader, except for 
nymph fishing, 
is comparatively 


unimportant compared to that for 
the dry fly. 


A 7i foot leader tapered to 2X 


is a good.standard for most dry fly 
fishing. When the water is low and 
clear or when very small flies are 
used, a 3X or even a 4X point may 
be needed, but in those cases you 
will also want a longer leader. A 9 
foot leader tapered to 9X is suf- 
ficiently long and fine for most con- 
ditions although on occasion I have 
taken trout on extra long fine lead- 
ers—1! to 14 feet and tapered to 4X 
or 5X—when they refused my of- 
ferings on a 9 foot leader. Then.
